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BemOO hi REPORT, 


In presenting our Annual Report, according toa time hon- 
ored custom, to the citizens of Deering, we are gratified to be 
able to state that the schools, for the past year have, for the most 
part, been successful. 

We do not mean that they have been perfect; for until per- 
fection exists in all concerned this would be impossible. While 


'the attendance in some of the divisions has been so good as to 


be nearly perfect, there is still room for much improvement in 
this respect. 

For various reasons it has not been thought best to appoint a 
truant officer to enforce the law, and perhaps it is better not, as 
enlightened Americans dislike interference in the management of 
their children. Let us show that we need none, by looking after 
the matter ourselves. No right-minded citizen can be indifferent 
to the welfare of our common schools, ‘Knowledge is power,” 
and we should give our children every possible means to obtain 
it. Fortunes are made and lost in a day, but a fund of useful 
knowledge is a stock in trade that adversity cannot take away . 

Barnes’ Readers have been introduced, to take the place of 
the old ones, which had been in use a long time and were ina 
badly worn condition. 

The schools have been located in seven divisions. 

Division 1. ‘The Spring term was opened by Miss Edna 
M. Constantine, a teacher of experience, who had previously 
taught several terms in town, with gratifying success. At the 
end of two weeks however, she was compelled by illness to give 


‘up the position, and Miss Dora M. Sargent was secured to take 


her place. ©The closing examination showed good progress, and 
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excellent discipline. As Miss Sargent could not continue with 
the school, the Fall term was placed in the care of Miss Martha 
Loud, a young lady well qualified to instruct, but lacking in the 
firmness and determination necessary for success in this school. 
At the end of the sixth week Miss Loud resigned her position, 
and was succeeded by Miss AnnieS. Clark, a teacher of experi- 
ence. whose name is a guarantee of a successful school. It is a 
matter of regret that her services could not have been secured 
for the whole term. 

Division 2. The school in division two was under the in- 
struction of Mr. Angelo Fowler for the Spring term, and Mr. 
Mark M. I{adley in the Fall, both of whom, we think, gave sat- 
isfaction. Mr. Hadley is a veteran teacher, and fully sustained 
his former reputation for thoroughness and good discipline. 

Diviston 3. ~ Both terms were taught by Miss Lena M. 
Colburn, an earnest, industrious teacher. This was Miss Col- 
burn’s second year in this division, and the shcool has made good 
progress under her care. 

Division 4. ‘The Spring term in this division was taught 
by Miss Annie E. Hulme, with excellent results. he Fall 
term was begun by Miss Mary A. Parker, who left at the end 
of a week, and the term was continued by Mr. Carl &. Connolly, 
a young man of ability, who brought to this school the benefit 
of some experience. The entire school board was present at the 
closing examination, and were well satisfied that good work had 
been done. The school was a model of discipline. 


Drvision 5. This school was taught by Miss Ada C. 
Browne in the Spring, and Miss Inez A. Goodrich in the Fall. 
Both teachers, we think, attained good results. 

Division 6. Was under the instruction of Mrs. Edward 
W. Colburn for the year, making four years she has taught in 
this division. | | 

Division 7. ‘The scholars in division Seven were accom- 
dated at Manselville in the Summer, and Miss Ada C. Browne 


yaught ten weeks in the Fall. The teacher did well with her

trict, were proofs of a good school.
